Diffdent of my own ability to tranſſate into the Hindooftanee language with grammatical pre- 


ciſion, and conſidering, that the credit of Government is concerned in having the work as correct, 


and as per ect as poſſible, 1 conſulted Mr. Git.curisT whoſe extenſive and accurate knowledge 


of the Hindogſtance language ts ſo fully atteſted by his very uſeful Grammar and Dictionary. 
This Gentleman, with a laudable deſire of applying his knowledge to the public good, moſt readily 
afforded me his aſſiſtance, and has not only amended the language, and correcled the errors of 
Grammar and Conſtruction which were found in my tranſlation, but has taken the trouble to an= 
nex to the Hindooflanee part the words in Roman Charafters. The utility of this will be obvi- 
ous when it is conſidered, that Officers who may not be competent to read the tran/lation in either 
the Perfian or Naguree Characters will by a little attention to the Key be able to read it in the 


Roman Letters, and to explain it to the Men under their command.
